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McGill may introduce same 
sex benefits for employees

In a dramatic reversal ofits former 
position, McGill may soon grant 
benefits to same sex partners of 
employees. But some suggest that 
the new benefit plan may only be 
serving McGill’s public relations 
needs. 

Robert Head, president of the 
Lesbian and Gay Employees of 
McGill (LAGEM), said he was 
informed that a new benefits plan 
would be announced in either late 
September or October. 

“I have a gut feeling the 
announcement is planned to 
coincide with the findings of the 
Québec Human Rights 
commission,” he said. 

The Québec Human Rights 
Commission is currently reviewing 
evidence on charges laid against 
McGill by five present and former 
McGill employees. Head, who is 
among the complainants, has 
charged McGill withdiscrimination 
on the basis of both sexual 
orientation and political conviction . 

However, Kathleen Tobin at 
McGill Human Resources claimed 
that McGill does not yet have a new 
benefits policy. When asked 



whether a new policy would be 
released in the near future, she 
refused to comment. 

But the Daily has been informed 
that adraft ofa new benefit plan has 
redefined the term “spouse.” In the 
newdefinition, “A spouse isaperson 
publically represented as a consort 
for at least three years.” 

Other details of the draft remain 
unclear. Head said that one official 
informed him that the benefits 
would be retroactive from June 
1991. Another official said that 
benefits would not be retroactive. 

McGill presently does not 
recognize long term lovers of 
lesbians and gays as legitimate 
spouses in itsbenefit plan. Samesex 
common-law partners of McGill 
employees are denied pensions, 
tuition assistance and other benefit 
plans. 

The same sex benefits issue has 
been controversial at McGill for 
many years. According to Head, 
LAGEM has been lobbying the 
administration without success 
since February 1990. Last year 
Professor Sam Noumoff and the 
Graduate Student Society also 
pushed for same sex benefits in the 
McGill Senate.

City dismisses worries about dump

City council isn’t sitting yet and 
the opposition already has the ruling 
MCM on the defensive. 

According to Democratic 
Coalition (DCM) member Marvin 
Rotrand, houses bordering the 
Miron quarry dump-site are 
threatened by biogas leaks. The 
leaks, largely methane and carbon 
dioxide, are emitted by mountains 
of rotting garbage which stand 600 



Erotic safe sex article called vulgar

“He is your lover. He is a fuck 
buddy. He is a total stranger you 
just picked up. He is your friend.” 

The explicit essay “Just Do It", 
printed in the Concordia students’ 
association (CUSA) handbook, 
promotes AIDS education for gay 
men by eroticizing safe sex. 
Indignant Concordiastudents have 
denounced it as offensive, vulgar, 
and inappropriate. 

The author, a gay male Concordia 
student, believes that “federal 
government pamphlets do not reach 
who they’re intended to reach. 
Giving people a list of don’ts is not 
erotic. For me, it’s imperative to 
speak about sexuality. Our survival 
depends on it.” 

Fivestudentshaveinquired about 
how to lodge formal complaints. 
However, John Relton, Code of 
Conduct administrator at 
Concordia said their complaints 
wouldn’t hold up in the university’s 
judicial system. 

“This essay just doesn’t fit into 
thedefinitionofobscenity. Material 
that is simply inappropriate or 
offensive is not an area of 
complaint.” 

When explicit safe sex articles 
were reprinted from Memorial 
University’s newspaper, the Muse, 
Relton said he didn’t receive any 
complaints. He thought the issue at 
Concordia is peoples’ dissatisfaction 
with the students’ association and 
not the article per say. 

Students with an opinion on the 
handbook’s content have been 
invited to share their views at two 
open forums sponsored by CUSA. 

Eleanor Brown, the association’s 
co-president, said she was prepared 



to defend the handbook. However, 
she was “sickened” by the lack of 
consensual support for the 
handbook’s material among the 
association’s Board of Directors. 

Last Wednesday, CUSA’s Board 
of Directors agreed to thank the 
handbook’s contributors; to 
support freedom of speech and 
condemn censorship; and to 
condemn any suppression of the 
handbook’smaterial. However, five 
of the fifteen directors abstained 
from the vote on whether to 
condemn suppression ofhandbook 
material. 

Nick Kaminaris, VP Finance of 
theCommerceand Administration 
Students’ Association, said he 
abstained from the vote because he 
hadn’t yet consulted with his 
constituents about their opinions 
on the handbook. 

Kaminaris said hisabstention had 
no reflection on his sympathy for 
the article’s supporters. 

“Whether it’s about 
homosexuality or about 
heterosexuality, the article could be 
judged to be obscene by some 
people,” he said. “I feel it should 
have stressed safe sex. There were 
only two references to safe sex. I’m 
wondering if the article was an 
attempt to repulse people.” 

Concordia student Erich Schmidt 
also argued that the safe sex message 
is obscure. “Theartidedidn’t match 
its intent,” he said. “Safe sex, to my 
best knowledge, is not in public 
parks or in public toilets. They’re 
not good sexual situations.” He also 
added the handbook was not the 
appropriate place for the essay. 

James Brown, CUSA’s VP 
External said he didn’t find anything 



offensive about the article. “The 
page wasn’t directed at straight 
males. It was directed at a specific 
group of people in a state of crisis 
because of AIDS,” he said. 

Handbook coordinator Maureen 
Bradley asserted that the AIDS crisis 
warrants explicit material in the 
student handbook. 

“Where is the proper place for 
safe sex articles? Approximately 
10,000 people are HIV-positive in 
Montreal. Four months ago, a study 
showed one in 396 babies wereborn 
HIV-positive in the city. It’s a crisis 
and people don’t realize that. Sex is 
a big part of students’ lives," said 
Bradley. 

The essay “Just Do It” appeared 
inthe Lesbian and Gaysection, while 
safe sex practices for heterosexuals 
were printed in the handbook’s 
Health section. 

Because most educational 2 
material is geared towards ° 
heterosexuals, eroticized literature $ 
is welcome, says Professor Thomas 8 
Waugh, chair of Concordia’s AIDS 
HIV Advisory Committee. Waugh, 
who refrainsfromjudgingthe essay 
as literary material, applauds 
progressive educational attempts by 
gay men to address their 
community. 

“Eroticizing safe sex, no matter 
how vulgar, has proven to be good. 
AIDS education should be on 
different levels. Although, the 
culture of eroticism isn’t an 
exclusive direction.” 

CUSA open forums on the 
handbook’s content will be held in 
the Concordia Hall building in room 
H-769, on September 23 and 25 from 
14h to 18h. Members of the general 
public are invited to attend. 



metres away. 

“Things could becomedangerous 
for the safety and heal th of residents 
of the neighbourhood if something 
isn’t done in the near future” said 
Rotrand in a press release last week. 

But ruling party members 
disagree. “Rotrand’saccusationsare 
irresponsible. They are 
unnecessarily alarming residents 
living next to the Miron quarry 
garbage dump,” said City executive 
committee member Claude 
Brunelle. 

The executive committee’s press 
officer Lily Robert claimed that the 
city has conducted comprehensive 
tests in the houses bordering the 
landfill. Only one parking-garage 
had concentrations of biogas 
approaching dangerous levels, she 
said. 

Robert described the measures 
taken by the city to tap biogas leaks 
from the garbage as a energy source. 

“Over $23 million has been 
invested in exploiting biogas 
generated in the dump. The city 
will invest $40 million alone in 
controling biogas emissions,” said 
Robert. 

Three years ago, city officials 
began a programme to capture 
gasses emitted from the dumpsite 
by driving gas capture-pipes deep 
into the piles. However, due to 
problems in the gas collection 
system, the system has only been 
working at minimum capacity. 

According to Rotrand, the city 
could have avoided problems of gas 
leakage if bad decisions were not 



made while the system’s pumps 
were installed. 

Rotrand was also concerned with 
the workers who monitor, treat and 
bury the city’s garbage. 

According to Rotrand, three 
Miron dump employees were made 
ill by gasses emitted from the 
garbage. In August, employee Luc 
Filion died of gas intoxication after 
he went to get a tool that had fallen 
into a garbage pit. Two other 
employees were temporarily 
hospitalized following similar 
circumstances. 

Rotrand has questionned safety 
practices at the quarry and their 
enforcement. He has also called for 
a coroner’s inquest into Filion’s 
death. 

“The slackness of security 
measures is abnormal for such a 
dangerous workplace" said 
Rotrand. He mentionned that 
employeesseldomlywearprotective 
masks and monitoring of gas-levels 
is inadequate. 

Brunelle responded by calling 
Rotrand a “demagogue” and 
claiming he “knows very well that 
safety measures exist at the 
dumpsite.” 

He also mentionned that the city 
was funding studies at l’Ecole 
Polytechnique and le Département 
de santé communautaire Sacré- 
Coeur to investigate health impacts 
of the emitted biogas.

Minister Donald Muhammad of 
the U.S.-based Nation oflslam came 
to Westmount High School 
auditorium Friday night to 
incarnate fiery black leader Louis 
Farrakhan’s message ofblack unity. 

“Why is it that no matter where 
blacks live in the Western world, 
they assume the bottom stratum of 
society,” Muhammad asked. “It is 
time to get rid of ‘fantasyland’ 
notions of integration, togetherness 
and multiculturalism. Blacks must 
act for themselves.” 

Muhammad suggested that some 
black people haven’t caught up with 
changing times. With the 500th 
anniversary of Christopher 
Columbus’ arrival next year and 
another century around the corner, 
he said, it is a critical moment in 
black history. Many black activists 
plan to raise the issue of slavery 
during the official quincentennial 
celebrations of Columbus’ arrival, 
in January 1992. 

“It’s nation-building time,” he 
said. 

The night began with black 
poetry, prayers and blessings from 
Mohawk guests, and a gripping 
speech by long-time local black 



KKK charges 
thrown out 

A Montréal jury acquitted two 
anti -racist activists of theft charges 
last Thursday. The charges were 
laid by a Québec Ku Klux Klan 
(KKK) leader. 

Accordingto Donald Gaumont, 
a member of the Canadian Centre 
on Racism and Prejudice, the 
charges were an attempt to 
discredit anti-racist organizations 
in Montréal. 

Gaumont said the decision was 
the court’s opportunity to single 
the KKK out as a dangerous 
organization. 

“When neo-nazis plan 
something, you should look at 
things differently, considering 
their tendancy for violent and 
racist activities” said Gaumont. 

Michel Laroque, self- 
proclaimed “Grand Dragon of the 
Québec Kingdom” for the KKK, 
accused Martin Thériault and 
André Querry of stealing a roll of 
film, an umbrella and a cashmere 
hat during an anti-racist demo 
one year ago. The Klan leader 
claimed he was at the 
demonstration taking photos “for 
his files” on anti-racistsand leftists. 

According to Gaumont, 
Laroque was provoking the 
demonstrators and had to be 
detained and escorted away for 
his own safety. In the melée, 
I.aroque’s film was exposed to light 
and ruined and his hood was 
removed, said Gaumont. 

“We have KKK internal 
documents showing that Laroque 
and his friends came to the 
demonstration intending on 



activist Althie Roberts. 

Roberts decried the inability of 
the Montréal black community to 
sustain a united and forceful voice 
following the shooting-death of 
Marcellus François by Montréal 
police this summer. 

The most enthusiastic applause 
of the evening, however, was saved 
for Muhammad’s charismatic talk. 

The Nation of Islam is a Black 
Muslim church founded by Louis 
Farrakhan and based in Chicago. 
One of it’s original ministers was 
Malcolm X, who later split with the 
church. The church preaches 
allegiance to Islam and purity of the 
body and spirit. But its primary 
objective, according to followers, is 
the empowerment of the black race. 

At the door, each entrant faced 
an obligatory, but respectful, 
frisking. Farrakhan believes U.S. 
President George Bush wants him 
killed;such fears, whether rhetorical 
or real, extend to his intimate 
disciples. Minister Muhammad’s 
male entourage resembled a 
personal security force, impeccably 
dressed in prim tuxedos and moving 
with military precision. The women, 
in contrast, wore nun-like white 
habits and robes. 

With regard to black women and

Solonites lose case 



The provincial Rental Board has 
dismissed a suit launched against 
McGill by former Solin Hall 
residents. The students were 
attempting to reduce their leases 
from twelve to eight months. 

McGill is planning to sign twelve 
month leases with new residents 
at Solin Hall. 

Québec law does not allow 
apartments in a university 
residence to be sublet. As a result, 
many students were required to 
pay rent for empty apartments 
over the summer or stay in 
Montréal instead of going 
elsewhere. 

The Rental Board ruling said 
that McGill can waive its rights to 
prevent residences from being 
sublet. Hence, given McGill’s 
approval, Solin Hall residents may 
be able to sublet next summer. 

But Johnathan Quaglia of the 
McGil Legal Information Clinic 
said that students trying to sublet 
during theacademicyearmaystill 
have difficulties. 

“It’s my guess that unless Solin 
Hall residents who want to sublet 
find other students, they’re stuck,” 
he said. 

Quaglia said that a few of the 
students may try and appeal the 
decision in a higher court.

“Groupe 92 Non” is a recently 
formed student lobby group that 
has wasted no time in organizing 
against a referendum on Quebec’s 
independence. If they can’t stop 
the referendum, which is slated to 
happen in June or October 92, they 
plan to campaign heavily against 
separation. Nick Anastas, presi- 
dent ofthegroup.hasalreadycalled 
a federalist rally for Monday, Sep- 
tember 16th. Whether or not the 
group will actually block the streets 
singing “O Canada” as planned, 
Anastas and his activists have to be 
opposed. Their proposed alterna- 
tive for Quebec to be wooed into 
staying with Canada with “favour- 
able legislation” avoids looking at 
the real issues involved. The roots 
ofQuebecoisnationalismaremuch 
deeper and linked with events that 
predate Ottawa’s recent failure to 
produce “favourable legislation”. 

Since the British military con- 
quest of Quebec in 1759, 
francophones have experienced 
political and economic oppression 
at the hands ofan English -speaking 
minority. This has involved a situ- 
ation where, until the development 
of a francophone business class, 
Québécois workers were faced with 
English bosses and were forced into 
the lowest income bracket. Al- 
though this situation is changing 
with the growth of an indigenous 
elite, the issue of the preservation of 
the Québécois language is still very 
much at the forefront, as is the issue 
of Quebec’s right to self-determi-

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constitutional affairs. From the 
Supreme Court’s striking down of 
Quebe’s language law (Bill 101) in 
1 988 to right-wing anglophone op- 
position to the Meech Lake Accord, 
it is evident that the Québécois are 
beingdenied basic control over lin- 
guistic and legislative issues. 

All of this is taking place in a 
climate of rising anglophone reac- 
tion, with the Confederation of 
Regions (COR), -the Alliance for the 
Preservation of English in Canada 
(APEC), the Reform Party, and with 
the dozens of English-only resolu- 
tions passed in Ontario towns last 
year. “Groupe 92 Non” has to be 
seen in the context of this increas- 
ing reaction and in the historical 
context of Quebec’s oppression. 
The starting point for anyone 
wanting to understand the issue of 
francophone nationalism has to be 
that the Québécois identify them- 
selves as a nation which does not 
have the freedom to determine its 
future. Their nationalism is a valid 
reaction to years of oppression and 
needs to be met at this level. 

As students in Quebec we have 
to defend Quebec’s right to self- 
determination against “Groupe 92 
Non” and other groups with anglo- 
chauvinist or federalist platforms. 
On Monday the 16th we need to 
protest the group’s rally which is 
taking place in Concordia Univer- 
sity’ s Hall Building Lxtbby ( 1455 de 
Maisonneuve O.) between noon 
and 1pm.

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Hope for a non-racist State 




After 23 years in exile, longtime ANC activist and Concordia professor Chengiah Ragavan recently 
returned to South Africa. 



Following the African National 
Congress’ first conference ever held 
in South Africa, and news of gov- 
ernment covert fundingoflnkatha, 
the ANC has affirmed its position 
as the major opposition to the gov- 
ernment of South Africa. 

The Daily spoke with the ANC’s 
representative to Québec, Chengiah 
Ragavan, who, as an ANC activist in 
the mid-sixties, was forced into ex- 
ilein 1968.HestudiedatCambridge 
and Oxford before coming to 
Canada in 1980 and is presently a 
lecturer in African politics at 
Concordia. 

Ragavan returned to South Af- 
rica this summer for the first time 
since his exile and intends on leav- 
ing Canada for South Africa next 
year. 

While you were in South Africa, 
news broke of the South African gov- 
ernment’s covert funding of the 
Inkatha movement. What have been 
the consequences to the South Afri- 
can political scene ? 

“Inkathagate” was a slap in the 
face for the government and the 
Inkatha who were attempting to 
make the public believe that the 
ANC were renegades. 

Peoples’ suspicions that the gov- 
ernment was involved in covert 
actions supporting dissident 
movements against the ANC were 
justified after the exposure of the 
slush fund. People were not totally 
surprised, because they were aware 
that they were dealing with a 
governement that was not totally 
honest. 

To some of us who were aware of 
the international politics of con- 
trol, such as the illegal CIA funding 
of the Nicaraguan contras, this rev- 
elation was no surprise. We knew 
there was collusion between inter- 
national right wing forces to main- 
tain South African supremacy and 
to delegitimize the ANC in the eyes 
of the people. 

In some ways it has helped the 
ANC regain its legitimate position 
in South African society. Having 
said that, I think there are a large 
numberofmini-Inkathagatesinthe 
pipeline. 

First there was this “we didn’t 
know anything about it” attitude 
on the part ofthe government. They 
denied any knowledge of the South 
African Defence Forces dealings 
with Inkatha, and they denied the 
existence of any more slush funds. 
But they won’t open the ledgers. 

The ANC will have to be very 
vigilant to make sure the political 
game is a very open one. But we 
Africans have the problem of being 
unable to comprehend how is it 
possible to have these very compli- 
cated destablization processes. 
We’re dealing with a state that has 
borrowed a lot of ideas from the 
CIA in estabishing its destablization 
policy. 

The ANC doesn’t have the 
mechanisms to monitor all the cov- 
ert actions happening in South Af- 
rica. We’re a liberation movement, 
not a full-fledged political party. 

The so-called “ Black on Black” 
violence that has sporadically occured 
in the last year — many have 
mentionned a third force provoking 



it from behind the scenes. What does 
that say about theANCand what do 
they plan to do about it ? 

First of all, the term of “black on 
black” violence is somewhat of a 
misnomer. Racist behaviour in 
Croatia or in the Baltic states is 
never referred toas“whiteon white” 
violence. I think it is obvious that 
this is part of a whole racist media 
terminology. 

The violence that has taken place 
has been with connivance with the 
“Third force" — that is, ex-police- 
men, plainclothes policemen and 
neo-nazi groups agitating and or- 
ganizing blacks — which clearly 
doesn’t make it “black on black” 
violence at all. 

W e’ve realized that this violence 
has to cease. Peace has been estab- 
lished between Inkatha and the 
ANC. The rate of violence has de- 
clined. But violence has a way of 
taking its own shape, and I don’t 
think Buthelezi can stop his mem- 
bers.

Just a few days ago, about 60 
people were killed. Many peoples’ 
analysis is that this is part of an 
attempt to derail dicussions of the 
future constitution of South Africa. 

Since theANC’s became legal last 
year, there has been a power struggle 



between the old leadership and 
younger members. Could you elabo- 
rate on the grounds of disagreement? 

The younger members, many of 
whom joined the ANC during the 
student protest movement in the 
mid-70s, are very anxious to see 
social, political, and economic 
changes occur in the country. 

Quite often, they don’t under- 
stand the timescale of the long-term 
negotiating process, which the old 
leadership recognizes as the only 
means of making any progress. 
Younger members favour an un- 
compromising position in the ne- 
gotiations with the government, 
while the more experienced ANC 
leadership tends to go for a more 
consensus-based approach. 

One division between the old 
leadership and the younger mem- 
bership has been criticism by 
younger members of the perhaps 
excessive influence of whites in the 
ANC leadership. Many of them 
would like to see an ANC position 
emerging from the experience of 
blacks, rather than from a white, 
middle-class background. 

The South African Communist 
Party and some white progressive 
groups are the usual examples of 
white influences within the ANC. 

Winnie Mandela has been stere- 
otyped as both the ideal for a South 
Africanwomanandasatyrant. What 
is her future in the ANC since hshe 
was convictedfor authorizing a 
physical assault on one of her 
collègues? 

Winnie Mandela herself repre- 
sents many of the facets of South 
African women, who are extremely 
oppressed. 

She’s the wife of the most 
prominent leader of the African 
peopleand despite her background, 
she is expected to think like a mid- 
dle class white woman if her ideas 



are to be accepted. Yet she is a vic- 
tim of poverty, state oppression, 
male chauvinism, and township 
politics. 

Is it reasonable not to accept her 
when taking her outstanding per- 
formance into account? Although 
she lost her position as chairperson 
of the women’s league of the ANC, 
it is very likely she will be rehabili- 
tated in the near future. 

What are the chief consequences 
of theANC’s first conference held last

June, their firstlegal meetingin South 
Africa since they were legally recog- 
nized. 

The conference demonstrated 
for many African and white observ- 
ers that the ANC functions by con- 
sensus democracy. It showed there 
is a future for non-racial debate in 
South Africa. There was a large open 
debate on all critical issues from 
education to the status of women. 

No-one came out of the confer- 
ence with any doubt that the ANC 
is a viable alternative government. 

What is the position of women in 
the ANC and how has it changed 
since the unbanning? 

There isn’t a sufficient number 
ofwomen in the upper structures of 
the ANC, considering that women 



constitute 52 per cent of the Con- 
gress’ membership. Hopefully, in a 
future state there will be a iarger 
percentage of women in all posi- 
tions, including the national execu- 
tive committee of the ANC. As I am 
a fellow of the Simone de Beauvoir 
Institute, a large part of my struggle 
has been to empower women in the 
political process. 

Since the unbanning, women 
ANC members have had a number 
of conferences, specifically one last 
year in Kimberley, where positions 
were made to ensure that women 
particitate at all levels of any future 
government. 

Apartheid, sexismandracismare 
still there. Over 50 per cent of black 
women are domestic servants in 
white houses and education has 
been overwhelmingly denied to 
them, given the culture of our Afri- 
can society as well as other limita- 
tions. 

The education system is divided 
by race and district, and every popu- 
lation is taught different things. How 
do you begin constructing a new edu- 
cational system given that97per cent 
of black South Africans are illiterate? 

First, there is a need for “de- 
schooling”; an entire brainwash of 
the brainwashed. Secondly, the 
apartheid system has set up racist 
institutions within various racial 
groups, and the integration of 
schools will be extremely problem- 
aticbecausepeopleofdifferent races 
live in different areas. 

It’s going to be mammoth prob- 
lem deciding what kind of educa- 
tion we really need. I have often 
argued that there is a need for the 
re-emergence of an “African” edu- 
cation, not a western educational 
paradigm for African society. In 
order to empower African culture, 
Western models must become 
merely a footnote. Of course, there 
is great resistance to these changes 
because the tenets of the present 
South African education are white, 
Anglo-Saxon and protestant. 

However, having said all that, 
my own example will tell you how 
there is hope for change in South 
African society: I was born in a sugar 
plantation, with my parents work- 
ing 24 hours a day. I left school at 1 4 
and went to evening school, in 
whichittookme lOyearstoacquire 
an education equivalent to that in 
CÉGEPs in Québec. I then went to 
university part-time in South Af- 
rica, going through numerous peri- 
ods of unemployment. But seven 
years later, I was thrown out of the 
university without a degree. At the 
age of 35, I went to England and 
studied at Cambridge, Oxford and 
Sussex. 

As a result of that, I went back to 
South Africa as one of the most 
educated of all South Africans, white 
or black. This is just one example of 
what a South African is capable of 
doing, so 1 think there is tremen- 
dous hope. 

I think we should have a very 
serious think-tank to decide what 
sort of education South Africans 
need going into the twenty-first 
century. I’m highly critical of the 
ANC’s present design for an educa- 
tional system. Although it would 
provide universal education to 
South Africans, the contents of the 
curriculum must be reviewed.

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Cree question economic impact of James Bay II

“Quebec taxpayers will be pay- 
ing the United States $140 million 
over a 20 year period to buy our 
electricity,” said a Cree spokesper- 
son. 

Will Nicholls, aspokesperson for 
the Grand Council of the Cree said 
an analysis of export contracts made 
by the Goodman Group of Boston 
concluded that the $12.6 billion 
Great Whale hydro project will re- 
sult in a net loss for Québec of $ 1 40 
million. 

Marie Archambault of Hydro 
Québec disagrees with Nicholl’s 
figures. 

"We have our own calculations 
and we expect a $22 billion dollar 
profit. Otherwise we wouldn’t be 
doing it,” she said. 

Nicholls, who spoke to a group 
of Concordia students on 
Wednesday night, said Hydro 
Quebec and the Quebec govern- 
ment were misleading the public by 
dangling the prospect of short term 
gains in employment. 

“6000 jobs over a period of 10 
years might be a boom for the 
economy now, but the cost will be 
very high for the future when the 
land and the Cree culture are de- 
stroyed,” he said. 

Nicholls then later joined a group 
of250supportersat Phillip’s Square 
to protest the proposed project. He 
told supporters he feared the gov- 
ernment was trying to cloud the 
issues by turning the controversy 
over the project into a “Cree vs. 
Québécois” confrontation. 

Stephan Corriveau of the 
Regroupement de Solidarité Avec 
les Autochtones (RSAA) agreed. He 
said the Bourrassa’s intention was 
not to create work opportunities 



for behalf of Quebecers but to keep 
electricity costs low for private en- 
terprise. 

“We have to fight against the 
James Bay project because it makes 



all Québécois collaborators against 
the Cree,” said Corriveau. 

Earlier this month, Premier 
Robert Bourassa announced the 
Great Whale project would be post-

poned for one year, allowing The 
New York Power Authority ti me to 
reconsider its $ 1 7-billion electricity 
contract. Bourassa claimed the 
reason for suspending the project 
was decreased demand for power 
due to the ecomonic reccession. 

However, New York State Gov- 
ernor Mario Cuomo and New York 
City Mayor David Dinkins have 
cited social and environmental 
concemsas reasons forwantingout 
of the contract. Nicholls sees the 
postponement of the project as only 
a small victory. 

In asurprisingchange ofposi tion 
Thursday, Cree leaders announced 
plans to participate in an environ- 
mental review of the project, pro- 
viding the review remained impar- 
tial. 

However, among the various 
conditions for Cree participation, 
the Cree leaders demanded all re- 
view procedures to be made public. 
Hearings must include evaluations 
of possible alternatives to Great 
Whale such as energy conservation 
and smaller dams. 

But the Créés’ most important 
condition is that no maximum time 
limit be set on the review process; 
but a minimum of three years 
should be taken to complete the 
review process. 

Nichollsalso applauded a Federal 
Court decision last Tuesday ruling 
that Ottawa must abide by the 1 975 
James Bay Northern Agreement. 
Accordingtojustice Paul Rouleau’s 
decision, Ottawa must begin a new 
review of the project and approve it 
before any work can begin. 

Nicholls said the Cree will spend 
the next year trying to educate the 
publicon therealitiesoftheproject. 
Hecalled for stronger support from 
those who are against the project.

To keep readers informed of 
events occuring on other campus’ 
in the city, the Daily has compiled a 
compendium of the city’s other 
university newspapers. 

•UQAM is clarifying its definition 
of sexual harrassment in order to 
help victims identify when they are 
being harassed. The policy revision 
will simplify the way harassment 
committees process complaints. 

The old procedures are seen by 
many as long and complicated and 
deters many victims from issuing 
complaints. 

Changes to the policy are not 
unanimously agreed upon. A union 
of university employees has set up a 
committee to write its own policy 
regarding sexual harrassment. 

•Pierre Péladeau, newspaper 
magnate and loose-lipped 
businessman, has donated one 
million dollars for the construction 
of an amphitheatre on UQAM’s 
downtown campus. Infamous for 
his anti-semitic comments cited in 
the Journal de Montréal last year, 
Péladeau is known as a person who, 
according to the article, “never had 
much respect for the university 
world.” His donation came as a 



surprise to many. The 
amphitheatre’s name has yet to be 
decided.

Co-op has 
hopes for 
new 
building

A coalition of Montréal student 
organizations have finally found a 
building which maybe suitable for 
its new housing cooperative. 

The latest building to be con- 
sidered is a 3 unit apartment 
building on Hotel de Ville which 
could house 12 students. “It’s the 
cheapest, most appropriate build- 
ing we’ve found.” said Daron 
Westman from QPIRG. 

A group of student co-ops in 
southern Ontario may provide a 
loan to finance the co-op. A del- 
egation from the Ontario co-ops 
has already visited the building. 

Thedecision to give the loan will 
be made at a meeting on September 
30. Approval for the loan is con- 
tingent on a report on the soundness 
of the roof from a Groupe de Re- 
sources Technique. Despite diffi- 
culties arranging an inspection of 
the roof, Karla Macdonald, VP Ex- 
ternal of the SSMU, is optimistic. 

“With the financial support of 
student co-ops in Ontario and the 
purchase of a building it appears 
that the co-op will be established 
this year", said Macdonald. 

QPIRG and student councils 
from McGill, Concordia and 
UQAM have been attempting to 
organize a student-run housing 
coop for over a year. 

But there have been problems 
between the different members in 
the group. 

According to Jason Prince of 
QPIRG, the new student executives 
in the different universities raised 
concerns over the project during 
the summer. Concordia students 
have expressed concern over the 
expense of the Hotel de Ville 
property. 

On the other hand, 
AGEUQUAM seems to have made 
student housing a priority, accord- 
ing to MacDonald. André Gagnon 
of AGEUQUAM has taken a per-
